THE PRINCE OF BRITTANY, 


AN HISTORICAL TaLe. 


N the year 1442, when the feudal fyftem was 
] prevalent in Larope, died John Vi, Duke of 
Bricany. By his confort Joan, fitter of Charles 
Vil, King of France, he left three fons; Fran- 
cis, his fucceflor; Peter, Count of Guingcamp; 
and Giles, Lord of Chantocé, whom, in the 
courfe of this hiflory, we fhall cail the Prince of | 
Brittany. Their paternal uncle was the Contfta- | 
ble Arthur, Count of Richmond; an illufrious 
Nobleman, who could triumph at once over the 
Englith, the mott formidable enemies of France, 
and over the courtiers of Charles; a conquelt 
this lat, which coit him, perhaps, greater efforts 
than the former.—Artaar had jut ‘quitted his 
beautiful retreat, at the Caftle of Parthenay, 
with his new coniort, Catharine of Laxcnburgh, 
jn order to be preient at the approaching nupti- 
als of the Duke, his nephew. 

Before we proceed further in this hiflory, it will | 
be proper to give fome idea of the three Princes 
of Brictany.—Fraucis, whofe pafiions befpoke a

Francis was impatient to be invelted with the 
ducal mantle, and, as his firft confort was dead, 
to forma new alliance, that might flatter his am- 
bitious views. A daughter of James I, King of 
Scotland, in giving him her hand, added claims 
to her dowry, which fome future contingencies 
might realize; it being fettled, that if her father 
thould die without iilue male, Mabella thould 
fuceced to the throne, and thare it with her hof- 
band. 

The double ceremony of the marriage and co- 
ronation of Francis had brought to his Court the 
moft illuilrious of the French Nobility. The 
magnificent entertainments, given on this occa- 
fion, were {carcely terminated, whe the Prince 
of Brittany requeited a private audience of the 
Duke :—** My brother,” faid he «+ it is impotible 
to rcitrain my impatience. You have now attain 
ed the fuinmit of felicity. You poflefs the lovely 
wifs who was once deftined for me;* and one 
day, perhaps, | may fee you on the throne of 
Scotlagd. My lot is yet uncertain; but it is in 
your power to render it compleicly happy. I love 
the moft adorable of women. I fhali become a 
prey to grief, if I delay any longer to lead the 
charming Alicia to the altar, Forgive me; 
my patlon has hitherto been a fecret to you. 
Uaavoidable circumftances have obliged me to 
conceal it. Her parents, bound by fome indif- 
creet promife, extorted from them in a moment 
have been averfe to this union. 

[hey are no more; and with them every obftacle 
has vanithed. The family of Dinan, you are 
fenfble, may afpire to an alliance with Sove- 
reigns. Nothing is wanting but your approba- 
tica. As your liege fubject, I humbly @licit 
your favor: as your brother, I entreat it with all 
*that ardoar of affection which we owe to each of 
ther. By either title, I hope to gain your con- 
fent. My happinefs, my Jife itlelf is at ftake.

Francis afiures his brother that he would exert 
all his authority in his favor. He embraces him 
with faternal tendernefs, and is as warmly inter- 
eited in his happinefs as in his own. The cnrap- 
tured Prince already imagines himfelf the hufband 
of Alieia.—He haftens to throw himfelf at her 
feet: «No expreifions,” faid he, “can def- 
cribe my jey. The Duke is informed of all. 
He knows, divine Alicia, he knows that | ido- 
lize you—that I am impatient to be yours.

Ne ran to communi- 
cate his tranfporis in his friend Tanguy. the 
Baftard of Brittany; while the charming Alicia 
till refafed to harbour the Aattering illufion, 

Her arpprehenfions, inded, were not without 
foundation. The Prince was furrounded at court 
by implacable enemies, who were fecretly con- 
triving his rain, amd who were aGtuated by every 
motive of revenge. Arthurde Montauban, hur- 
ried on by the effervefcence of a paffion, that 
heeded aot the fanétity of laws, was impatient to 
be rid of a formidable rival. John de Hingant, 
Gentlemen of the Bed-Chamber, did not foiter a 
lefs devouring fame; he had received fome af- 
front from the Prince of Brittany; and offended 
Vanity is atuaied by all the rage of jealous 
Love. With thefe two perfons was aflociated 
James d@’Efpinay, Bithop of Rennes. They di- 
refed, at Lew Aes, the weak underilanding of 
the Duke; and, being informed of the conver~ 
fation which he had juft had with his brother, 
they erected their batteries, in order to combat 
and dettroy, if poflible, the objeét of their hatred.

He was not flattered by the illufions of ar ima- 
ination which Love had Jed aftray.———*‘ My 
Brother,” faid he, addrefling himfelf to the 
Prince, “if the laws have forbidden me to pro- 
nonce a name fo dear, more indulgent Nature 
will permit it.——-Yes,: the moft affeGlionate of 
brethers, the moft zealous for your intereft, 
{peaks to you now, Will you never open your 
eyes to the reprefentations of trath? Your paf- 
fions hurry you away. How can you hope that 
Bertrand de Dinan will confent te give you his 
niece, when he niakes ita point of honor to fulfil 
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the engagement of her parents—an engagement 
which they renewed in their dying moments— 
when Arthur de Montauban, in fhort, is named 
the happy” —‘‘ Proceed not, cruel man,” inter- 
rupted the Prince; ‘ Arthur doft thou fay !--- 
Arthur the hufband of Alicis!---Alicia in the 
arms of another---Dreadful idea!---Thou know- 
eft ne not---thou knoweft---let me uot be compel- 
led to it---[ will not call the Englith to my aid--- 
Brittany hall firtt {wim in blood---her towns shall 
be laid in afhes---Oh, my dear Tanguy, fince 
the name of brother affects thee, I conjure the 
by the tender ties that unite us, not to wound 
Alicia? The Marthal moi fubmit to the authori- 
ty of my brother. Once more Tanguy, do not 
deform with clouds the charming proipeé before 
me. Thou delighteit, my brother to torment 
me---Think how much i fuffer’’---*Ah! my 
brother, [ fuffer itill more than you. I contem- 
plate with grief the variety of woes that await 
you,---You are fepfible how much I love you. 
But [ cannot conceal from you the depth of the 


_abyfs into which you are haftening to plunge. 


You have enemies’.--‘‘I deipife them’---* 1 
fcorn the arts of acourtier; and I with they may 
be perfeétly fenfible, that my contempt for them 
is even greater than my detettation.” «You 
are a Prince, my Lord.”---**I am the lever of 
Alicia, and all my withes are to be the hufband. 
My dear Tanguy, forgive my tranfports. Iam 
diftragted when the leaf obftacle is prefented to 
the molt ardent love. I have opened my whole 
foul to you. But I am very far from having re- 
courfe to a vengeance which I myfelf abhor. So 
far from being initrumental in bringing the cala- 
mities of war en my Prince and country, as I 
have rafhly faid, they thall never find a more zea- 
lous defender than your brother. You talk of 
enemies---have I deferved them? In one inftance, 
indeed, I forgot myfeif: I affronted Hingant. 
But was not fault immediately followed by the 
ample confeflions? Ah? my friend, I bear a too 
fafceptible heart! Do not endeavor thusto deprive 
pac at once of my hope---mty life’’---
